— Whereas it is re- 
ported that peak loan in the Ganges Canal 
Hydro Electric Grid ha.-, reached a stage 'where 
it is not possible to allow any new load or ex- 
tension of any existing load, to be taken on un- 
til the supply position improves and whereas 
the United Provinces Government have request- 
ed the Delhi Administration to impose restric- 
tions on the supply of electricity in Delhi- 
Shahdara by Messrs The Upper Jumna Valley 
Electricity Supply Company Limited, Meerut, 
who take their bulk supply from the Ganges 
Canal Hydro Electric Grid.
